tion of furnaces and stoves to partitions and walls, combustible 
'and,inflammable materials and rubbish in close contact thereto, 
produce a large percentage of fires in the home that could be 
prevented. 


In view of the Fall and approaching Winter months, all 


heating equipment and stoves should be examined for the pur- 
pose of correcting defects; chimneys and stovepipes should be 
cleaned and repaired if necessary, and rubbish and waste ma- 
'terials in the cellar or other parts of the house and premise be 
removed. Hot ashes should never be deposited in wooden bar- 
rels or bo.xes. or against combustible material. 


The ,rempyal of hazards of this character will materially 


reduce the fire losses of preventable nature occurring in the 
home, and insure a safer place in which to live.
